James A. McKnight of Washington, D. C., has: 
started a discussion by propo@ing that the Lin- 
coln memorial at the national ‘capital should take 
the form of a colossal figure, the lifelike coun- 
terpart of the man and standing be least 100 feet 
in height. The members of the Lincoln Memo- 
rial Commission .are charged with. selecting a 
site and a suitable design for a 
r‘al in the city of Washington commemorative 
of the public life and services of the great eman- 
cipator.

Note the almost in- 
numerable colossi of Egypt; the many that

* among the later inhabitants of Europe. 
“The advocate of the Colossus thinks~that no 
other memorial of Lincoln would so appeal to 
the millions of citizens of this republic who 
have. come from other lands and who know 
little or nothing of the life and character of the 
Civil War President. This argument would have 
more force if more of this class of citizens visit- 
ed Washington and had an opportunity to, see 
the proposed,,. figure. Mr. McKnight believes it 
would cause "fhem¥o inquire diligently as to the 
reasons for. thus distinguishing Lincoln from all 
other Americans.

The death of Dr. Halsey C. Ives, director and | 
creator of the Museum of Art, is a blow to artist- 
ic progress from which St. Louis would not soon 
recover if Dr, Ives had builded 1é8s Securely and 
permanently. For forty years ‘hé was an in- 
defatigable worker for the diffusion of knowl- 
edge of the art world and of appreciation of 
art’s signficance in’ the infinite variety of its 
manifestations. He initiated every movement 
that has brought such knowledge to the people 
of St. Louis and developed such appreciation. 
His was the spirit that {nspired the Crow Méni- 
orial Museum and his ‘was the intelligence and 
energy that brought it to realization. It was 
his idea to have the management of the Louis- 
iana Purchase Exposition turn over to the city 
what is now the Museum of ‘Art, which stands 
practically as the creation of his mind and a 
monument to his memory, 

One result, and perhaps the greatest result, 
of his forty years of effort to create.for the 
people the opportunity to study and enjoy the 
fine arts is a community whose appreciation of 
master works finds frequent demonstration. 
This is a local manifestation of an “influence : 
which extended far beyond. the confines of St. e 
Louis. As Chief of the Art Department of the 
World’s Fair at Chicago Dr. Iveg brought to- 1 
gether there the greatest collection of paintings 
and sculpture ever gathered for an exposition. 
He set a precedent and paved the way for a still 
larger achievement at the Lonisiana Purchase 
Exposition., These two accomplishments have 
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been held as the cause of the awakening of the 
art spirit of the whole country. 

To place this to the credit of Dr. Ives is not 
to deny credit of those who labored with him, 
who responded to his appeals with contribu- 
tions of sympathy and money and otherwise as- 
sisted. But in every case his was the creative 
force, the guiding intelligence and the motive 
energy.

German Designed Craft, 8 Times 
Larger Than Zeppelin’s, Like 
an Ocean Liner. |

BERLIN, May 6.—Germany is to have a giant 


airship, with a balloon ‘vapacity of 120,000 cub'c 
meters, that will be eight times larger than 
Count Zeppelin’s latest creation. The plans have 
been completed by Herr Boerner;:a German en- 
gineer, and a company to bufld it has'been formed 


with a capttal of $10,000. 
The airship will be built, on the rigid system. 
The balloon will be divided into 38 airtight com. 


partments_to increase its buoyancy and to insure 
safety in case of accirdent. The extreme length 
will be 775 feet, and the breadth i30 feet, and the 
vessel will be driven by 30 motors, each developing 
100 horsepower. 

The ascent by gas balloon will bd assisted by’ 
a number of horizontal screws, and other propel- 
lers will be provided for driving the vessel in 
midalr. 

There will be six officers and 94 men, of whom 
84 will be motor tenders. Apart from the officers 
and crew, numbering 100, the airship will be cap- 
able of carrying 200 passengers, and elaborate ar- 
rangements have been made for their comfort, in- 
cluding the provision of cabins with sofas, which 
during the night can be transformed into berths, 
and a dining saloon of substantial Size. 

A promenade deck will fun round thesé cabins, 
with an approximate length of 1200 feet. Every 
man of the crew and each passenger will be pro- 
vided with a parachute, to be used in case of 
disaster. The vessel will also carry a portable 
motorboat, packed in sections, which can be hast- 
ily put together tn case of need. It is intended 
to publish on board a small newspaper, to oe 
filled with news obtained by means of the wire- 
less telegraphy apparatus with which the vessel 
will be equippeg.

Prevailing Rates of Interest 4 
and 5 Per Cent; Demand More 
Than Supply. | 


Noteworthy transactions signalized the 
conclusion of the week in St. Louis real- 
ty circles.

NEW KANSAS LAW 
FIXES THE VALUE 
OF WORKER'S LIFE 


Compensation Act Adopted by 
Recent Assembly Is Expected 
to End-Damage Suits. 


THREE YEARS IS MAXIMUM 





Definite Statement’ as to Em- 
ployer’s Liability in Case of 
Disability. 


TOPEKA, Kan., May 6.—Kansas is 


the only State having a workingmen’'s 
compensation law. New York had such 
a law, but the Court of Appeais of that 
State declared the first compensation 
law ever enacted unconstitutional. Kan- 
gas was the second State to enact a 
compensation law and, since’ the deci- 
Bion on the New York law, fs the only 
State with a law that rigidly fixes on 
the industry the damage to persons in- 
jured in that industry. 

The United States and Turkey are the 
only countries without compensation 
laws. The New York law was knocked 
out because it was compulsory and be- 
cause the courts held that no provision 

x3 made for the doctrine of the’ as- 
sumed.risk or the negligence of.a fel- 
low servant. 

The Kansas law was framed on an 
entirely different idea, The law ton- 
templates the same general scheme of 
equalizing the cost of indemnities due 
to injury or death of an employe by 
making a fixed charge against the in- 
dustry in which the accident occurs. 
Both the employer and the employe 
must serve voluntary notice that they 
will come under the provisions of the 
act before the law becomes binding on 
either. 

198 Per Cent Only to Injured. 

When the law becomes effective the 
“‘ambulance” lawyer practically will be 
driven out of business in Kansas, ex- 
cept for personal injury cases of pas- 
sengers on railroad trains and street 
cars. He can no longer work up dam- 
age sults against labor employers on a 
contingent fee. The argument that 
made possible the passage. of the law 
in the 1911 Legislature was the figures 
gathered by the American Federation of 
Labor showing that of all the millions 
of dollars allowed by the courts as 
damages to employes for injuries only 
19 per cent ever got to the injured 
workingmen. 

The lawyers and court costs ate up 
practically all of the damages allomed. 
The Kansas Legislature set about to 
change this so that the employe need 
not go into the courts to collect the 
damages which rightfully belonged to 
him, and that the émployer would know 
just what amount! ghonld be charged 
against his business: for the injury and 
ceath of employem!!scThe law fixes the 
amount of damages and makes-the pay- 
ments automatic and- without resort to 
the courts. f

Employer Refuses to Prosecute 
Nurse Despite Missing 
$30,000. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 6.—Blooded 
cocker spaniel dogs led to the discovery 
ky Mrs. 8S. B. Armour of the million- 
aire packer family of Kansas City and 
Chicago, that she had been robbed of 
ever $150,000 in stocks and bonds in 
three years by her young woman com- 
panion. and the same innocent cocker 
spaniels were the cause of the young 
woman's peculations. 

The story of the series of bond thefts, 
as pieced together from reluctant ad- 
missions made by Mrs. Armour and by 
the accused companion, is one of the 
inost remarkable fin the criminal annals 
ef Kansas City, and is told connectedly 
and in detail herewith by the Post- 
Dispatch for the first time. It may 
te that the whole story never will be 
known, for Mrs. Armour still refuses 
to prosecute her companion and will say 
rothing about her alleged losses to any 
outside her family and her legal ad- 
visers. But there are daily develop- 
ments that add to Kansas City’s amaze- 
iment over this strange case. 

The young companion nas restored to 
Mrs. Armour all but about $30,000 of the 
stclen fortune and has promised to give 
rack the balance as soon as .she can 
recollect what she did with it. The 
girl's mind apparently is affected. She 
grows hysterical and incoherent when 
She talks of the Armour money and is 
unable to tell what became of the miss- 
ing $30,000. 

Began With Dog Show Incident. 

The statement given out by J. B. Sta- 
cy, attorney for the young woman, 
detailing the use to which she had put 
her stolen money, contained one item 
of $3000 for dogs. 

This explained a story that had puz- 
zied Kansas City for many months. 
While the annual Kansas City bench 
show was on at Electric Park last Oc- 
tober a local florist gave out a story 
io the newspapers that Mrs. S. B. Ar- 
mour had placed with his firm an. order 
for $200 worth of roses each day of the 
Jog show, to be used in decorating a 
kennel of cocker spaniels exhibited by 
her. 

The next day a representative of Mrs. 
Armour called on the various editors 
with a denial from Mrs. Armour, stat- 
ing that she owned no cocker spaniels 
or dogs of any description, was exhi- 
biting no dogs at the bench show and 
Lad placed no order for flowers with 
any local dealer. The florist main- 
tained that the order had been placed 
under Mrs. Afmour’s name and a sec- 
ond statement from Mrs. Armour was 
that she had ordered the flowers se- 
cretly for the kennel of a very dear 
friend of hers and regretted that the 
incident should have had any publicity. 

Mrs. Armour became so fond of the 
cocker spaniels that when she demand- 
ed a settlement from her defaulting 
cempanion. she accepted the dogs at 
their $3000 valuation and declared the 
money well spent.

Rank, in the safety deposit vaults of 
which Mrs. Armour kept her fortune 
in bonds. The companion carried the 
shears and clipped from the bonds the 
interest bearing coupons as Mrs. Ar- 
nour designated them. 

From May, 1908, to February, 1911, 
when the thefts were discovered by 
Mrs. Armour, the young companion 
deposited in the Fidelity Trust Co.

only $4000 was legitimate savings. 

To the New England National Bank, 
where Mrs. Armour was a customer, 
and to the McCrum Investment Co. 
and other brokers through whom she 
disposed of the stocks and bonds, the

’ cent Deals. 





SEVEN MEN AS DICTATORS 





House Hears Remarkable. Tale 
of How Organization Has 
Controlled Product. 





WASHINGTON, May 6.—Recent 
transactions in warehouse coffee, said 
to be controlled by the International 
Coffee Trust, are being investigated 
by Congress and the Department vf 
Justice. The Government of Braz 
is much concerned, fearing friction 'n 
its commercial transactions with the 
United States. 

Coffee Exchange members in New 
York are displaying much activity. 
The trust {# unpopular with the 
brokers, wholesalers, retailers ard 
consumers. Those agencies say the 
trust keeps too close a hand on tho 
price of coffee. 

The full details of how the Govern- 
mentiof Brazil and a committee of sev- 
en men from the great financial con- 
cerns of the whole world hold the cof- 
fee market in their hands‘ and will con- 
tinue to hold it until 1919, has. just.been 
explained in debate by Representative 
George W. Norris of Nebraska.. Armed 
with the facts and the statisties-of the 
combination, he exposed ‘the entire 
workings of this great trust and showed 
how it would continue to exact an in- 
creasing tribute unless something is 
done to break its power. 


State Attempted Coffee Corner. 


The trust had its: origin in 1906, 
the State of San Paolo, Brazil. at least 
8 per cent of the world’s coffee is 
grown in Brazil and most of that in 
the State of San Paolo. 

That State, it appears, at first at- 
tempted to corner the world’s supply of 
coffee by buying all the coffee produced 
in its own borders, to issue bonds on it 
and hold it until prices went up and 
then sell at the advanced figure. 

After two years the State egg 
raen found the undertaking too big 
Carry on alone. So it organized a - 
nopoly with the aid of the Brazil 
Government, composed of some of the 
largest financial companies in the civ- 
ilized world. 


Committee of Seven Named.

THE TOBOGGAN TO OBLIVION 





Would Tear Up Our Social and 
Political Structures, She 
Says. 


Having heard Miss Sylvia Pankhurst 
and our own Mrs. Florence Wyman 
Richardson, listen now to Mrs. Molly 
Elliott Seawell, who has stepped out of 
the field of: fiction to tell why she con- 
siders woman suffrage illogical, unrea- 
sonable and productive, if it were car- 
ried out, of the gravest -harm.

Man Who Calls Himself Champion Signals in 
Rodent Language, Sprinkles “Curiosity Liqui 
at Hole and Snaps Animals ue 
With Lets 





Thomas A. Tormey, who says he is 
the champion rat catcher, came to St. 
Louis three weeks ago and took up his 
residence in an apartment on Laclede 
avenue. 

He has notified’ business men whose 
places seem to promise the existence of 
rats that he will remove the rodents, 
according’ to a regular schedule of 
prices. As long as the rats hold out 
Tormey will stay here, he says. 

Tormey does not believe in cats as 
rat catchers, but makes free use of traps 
in his campaigns. He employs both 
steel. traps and basket traps, baited 
with a special preparcticn which Tor- 
mey discovered. 

But: these traps are only intended to 
capture the more unwary of the rodents. 
To catch the others, veterans of experi- 
ence, Tormey arms himself with a pair 
of tongs. . 


He Goes on Rat Hoant. 
A Post-Dispatch reporter accompanied 


the proclaimed champion on a hunt 
through the cellar of a downtown busi- 
ness house Tuesday night. 

Tormey had already made a careful 
examination of the room, and knew the 
location of each of its dozen or more 
rat holes. As a preliminary to the hunt, 
he instructed his assistant to turn out 
the electric lights. He then led the 
way to the outside. 

“We'll wait a few minutes for them 
to settle down,”’ he said. ‘Besides, it’s 
only 11:3, and I judge rats would not 
begin to run in a noisy basement like 
this much before midnight.” 

As the party entered the hunting field 
at midnight, there was a faint stir, then 
a scampering over -the furtherest wall. 

“There were two rats, they both 
dropped into the hole in the northeast 
corner,’’ Tormey whispered. ‘‘I thought 
that hole looked good. We'll try it.”’ 

He led the way, carrying his tongs, 
which are about a foot and a half long, 
in his right hand, and a ‘‘bull’s-eye’”’ 
lantern in the other. 


Th Creep Upon Rats.’ 
“Walk as softly as you can and don’t 


speak after we get to the hole. It’s 
just like fishing,’’ Tormey_ said softly. 

Standing over the hole he sprinkled 
the floor and wall by it with a lHquid 
which the owner said he always carried 
in his hip pocket. It looks like milk and 
has a strong odor. ~ 

Tormey threw the lamp ray on the 
hole for a fraction of a second, with- 
drew it, and then flashed it on again. 

“That attracts the rat’s attention, but 
doesn't scare him,’’ the hunter explained 
later. 

While angling with the light, Tormey 
gave voice to a few plaintive rat calls, 
which he made by puckering his lips, 
kiss fashion, and then drawing the 
breath in sharply. There are male rat 
calls and female rat calls, both sound- 
ing alike to the uninitiated.. Tormey 
imitated first one and then the other. 

It took just about five minutes of this 
eoaxing to bring the first rat out. Tor- 
mey heard him coming, and had the 
tongs open and ready by the hole. As 
the rat climbed out Tormey flashed the 
ray from the lantern directly in the ro- 
dent’s eyes. 

As far as the ordinary observer could 
see, the next move was the picking up 
of the rat from the floor. Torney had 
him prisoner, that much was proven 
ty the startled squeal. What really 
happened, as the catcher afterward ex- 
plained, was this: The rat was com- 
pletely out of his hole before he was 
alarmed. He had to turn around then, 
to get back in, and as he whirled his 
fiving tail was a fair mark for the 
oren jaws of the tongs. 


Shows Sigus of Fight. 
Tormey lifted the eiooner, squealing 


and biting the air, and swung him at 
arm’s length several times. He then 
attempted to throw the rat up under 
his arm. The rat still showed signs of 
fight, however, and the swinging pro- 
cess had to be repeated before the cap- 
tor could reduce his quarry to docility. 
Yormey then held, him by the back of 
tlhe neck, pulled his teeth with a pair 
of pinchers, and threw him languidly 
into a grain sack held by the assistant. 
The teeth were extracted to save a pup 
to which the prisoner was later given. 
In explaining his methods, Tormey 
declared that curiosity was the thing 
that made it possible for him to catch 
rats. 

“The rat, as long as he’s not scared, 
has more curfosity than any other ani- 
nial,”’ he said. “‘T don’ t scare them un- 
til the right time, and I cause things to 
happen outside their holes they don't 
understand. They get curious and in- 
terested, and finally, out they come. 
The liquid is simply a preparation of 
aitractive smells they can't under- 
stand,”’ 


Rats Are Fascinated. 
“It took me five years - erteet the 


liquid, but now I have practically made, 
it irresistible. 

“When I started rat-catching, 19 
years ago, I used my bare hand in- 
stead of tongs, depending upon quick- 
ness in swinging the rat up before he 
could bite. I would grab him by the 
tail. The method was usually success- 
ful, but once in a while I was a frac- 
tion of a second slow and was bitten. 
I have a dozen scars on my right hand 
that came that way, and after a couple 
of years abandoned the method and 
learned to use tongs. 

“J started in this business in an ef- 
fort te catch rats to teach a bull terrier 
pup I owned to kill them. I became 
more and more proficient in catching 
them as Jerry, the dog, necemne more 
proficient tn killing them.’ 

For four years Tormey operated & 
professional rat-killing pit in Boston.

During the 19 years he has operated 
as a professional rat catcher, Tormey 
has made an average of $15 a month 
out of the business. That includes both 
the “pitting’’ contests, by means of 
which he was enabled to kill the rats at 
a profit and the returns from contracts 
to catch them. 

His schedule of prices follows: 

On small jobs, 25 cents a rat. 

On large jobs, $20 per 100 rats. 

For cleaning out an ordinary resi- 
dence and a five-year guarantee against 
further rat trouble, $26. 

His largest “job, he said, was the cap-

SAVE HIS SOUL 


Would Not Have Him Brea 
Marriage Vow Even at Cost 
of Her Life. 


ASKS QUICK PUNISHMENT 





Bride Tells Prosecutors She 
Would Be Sentenced Be- 
fore Child Is Born. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—Frail, but cool 
young Mrs. Patrick O’Shaughnessey told 
the Coroner ,today, without a tremor of 
remorse or fear in her toice, that she 
had killed her husband last night to 
save his soul. It was an astounding 
declaration quite in the same key. with 


her manner of yesterday when she went 
into a police station and informed the 
sergeant that she had shot her hus- 
band, 

She wants to be punished at once, be- 
fore the birth of her child. It would 
have been easier to commit suicide, she 
explained, but in that case the husband 
she loved would have foresworn his relig- 
ion for the woman who had supplanted 
her. Rather than see that, she killed 
him, and rather than add the crime of 
suicide to murder, she chose to give her- 
self up, and let the justice of man take 
its course. 

“IT hid the revolver in my dress,’’ said 
rhe little woman, “and came upon 
George as he was hunting for letters I 
had found, letters that told me the 
other woman’s name, the letters he had 
forgotten, 

“He said it was true, but that he 
couldn’t account for it. We talked of 
her. George loved me through it all, 
bat when he was with her, he said, he 
forgot his religion, ee wife and ne com- 
ing child. 

“T fell on my knees and asked him if 
there was no chance for us to be happy 
together again. He pushed me off. Then 
I shot him. As he lay on the floor I 
stooped and kissed his lips. Then I 
gnxve myself up.’’ 

Mrs. O’Shaughnessey was committed 
to the Tombs without bail. Her hus- 
cand was a store cashier, only 21 years 
old, and the girl whom he loved better 
than his wife is but 18. She is heart 
broken. O’Shaughnessey told her he was 
unmarried.

NEW YORK, May 6.—In the sunshine 
down Fifth avenue this afternoon swept 
the pheminine phalanx of the phree—all 
suffragettes. Yellow banners blowing, 
they marched with firm, yet saucy step. 
to the beating of the big drums and the 
bleating of the brass bands. Sylphs and 
portly matrons; the starry-eyed and the 
spectacied; the black bonneted and 
those of the beflowered Dolly Varden 
hats; flat heels and French heels; tip- 
pity-tap, with smile and preening on 
they marched, a yellow sash crossing 
every palpitant, militant bosom and 
bearing this device: ‘‘Votes for Wom- 
en.”’ 

There were [00 men in line and the 
ranks of the women included babies, 
little girls, women of middle age, Mrs. 
Antoinette Brown Blackwell, nearly 90 
years of age; Mrs. Anna Garlan Spen- 
cer and Mrs. Phbdebe A. Hansford, rep- 
resenting “The Girls of ’61.”’ 


They marched 3000 strong anc <“e city 
treated the parade.as a big event... It 
was the second demonstration of this 
character in the United States. The 
first was an auto parade of suffragists 
down Fifth avenue last year, but only a 
straggling line of spectators stood and 
grinned as it passed by. 

But on thig sunny Saturday after- 
noon, the sidewalks of Fifth avenue 
from Fifty-seventh street to Union 
Square—the line of march—held big 
crowds along every block, Clusters 
of heads appeared at every window in 
every club and hotel ang from shops 
and homes as the women-who-would 
vote came on to the swirl of the 
bare-kneed kilted pipers. 

Viewed by 150,000. 
Fully 150,000 persons saw the vali- 


ant 3000 suffragists as they daintily, 


but none the less unfalterinly stuck 
to their picturesque task along 42 
plocks—parading, halting neatly 
when the marshals all in white blew 
sharp little blasts from their silver 
whistles, and picking up step rythmi- 
cally when two sharp blasts gave the 
signal and the music of the band 
drew them on again. 

O, those pumps, how they bothered 
some of the girls. Four at least had 
to step out of line beoause their pumps 
fell off. But they. slipped them on 
again, heedless of the laughter. of the 
crowds, and jumped Back into the pro- 
cession. And just let this be understood: 
Not one of the Women who started from 
Fifty-seventh street failed to finish at 
Union Square. Not one of them .quit; 
not one of them fairtted; not an ambu- 
lance was called. So there. 

Many of the -women carried camp 
stools. 

Some of them limped a little, some 
of them had to powder puff unr at 
nearly every other corner; some of 
them carried smelling salts, but faini 
or weary, they finished, every one. 
Then they spread out in little groups 
in Union Square and had a crowd of 
about 30,000 attending on them. 

Fair orators stood up in autos and 
energetically gave the populace good, 
big pieces of their minds regarding

the injustice of trusting 
Adams’ to’ run the country while in- 
telligent Eves are kept locked in the 
kitchen. 

The parade was impressive as show- 
ing how the.suffragists feel and how 
remarkably they have organized. 
Thousands of the men spéctators 
turned away looking thoughtful. 

No chances were to be taken on 
rudeness toward the Suffragists from 
the crowd, There were eight patrol- 
men afoot on every block, four on 
each side of the way. And their 
orders were: “Don't let anybody get 
gay with the women.” As said before 
nobody tried. Chuckles and smiles 
there were from start-to finish, but 
Zallant applause was thrown in as 
well. It broke out right away when, 
behind the police escort, advanced 
three women in white bearing a big 
yellow banner in the face of a stiff 
breeze. 

A Dash of Poetry, 

Folowing are some of the inscriptions 
on the banners: 

Forward: out of Error, 

Leave behind the night. 

Forward through the darkness, 
Forward into light. 

Then followed skirling kilted pipers 
with fifes and drums, four men im knee 
breeches, black velvet coats and cock 
hats bore a sedan chair, within which 
languished a woman of, the periwig 
times. She was held forth as an object 
of pity, an example of the squealy, 
shrieky, clinging lady-of-the-vapors of 
the days of George III. 

Hundreds of men entirely missed the 
irony of this exhibition and applauded 
enthusiastically. 

But they were really vociferous to- 
ward the women who carried the first 
banner—Miss Inez Milholland,: Miss 
Anna Pike and Miss Alberta Hill. 

Mile. Alberta Hill—well, of course, this 
was a parade with a stern purpose, 
conceived in a militant spirit, but here 
was living proof that a woman can be 
a suffragétte:and yet be tall, slender, 
black-haired, black-eyed, youthful and 
sweet-faced—er, well anyway next 
came a truck with a redtnosed man 
driving it that didn’t have the nerve 
to look at the crowd. Even hig horses 
kept eyes down. 

On the truck was an exhibition of 
the eighteenth century woman sitting 
by a fireplace, sewing, spinning and 
weaving. This was just a reminder that 
women have always been useful crea- 
tures: The New York Suffrage party 
now advanced, itsbanner announcing: 

“New York denies the vote to crim- 
inals, the insane, idiots and women.” 

There was only one shade of suffra- 
gist lacking at Mrs. Belmont’s Suffra- 
gist ball in Terrace Garden tonight: 

“Did we draw the color line at this 
ball?’ echoed Miss Mary A, Donnelly, 
chairman of Mrs. Belmont’s reception 
committee to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent. 

‘We did. Do the Democrats invite 
negroes to theit dances? Do the Re- 
publicans do so? They do not. We did 
not invite our negroes. They had their 
ball last February.”

PHILADELPHIA, May 6.—Amid Iin- 
tense excitement and unrestrained 
cheering, Frank McMahon, who shot 
and killed George Leary, 51 years o!4, 
to avenge his 18-year-old daughter, 
was exonerated by Coroner Ford to- 
day and freed from custody.

The -tragedy ‘took place Thursday 
night, when MeMahon, who has a sa- 
loon at Second and Spruce streets, called 
vpon Leary, who.had employed the girl 
&s a sienographer, to marry her. 

Father Tells of Shooting. 

The inquest proceedings were brief, 
and there. was no testimony to show 
that McMahon's life was at any time 
in danger to substantiate a plea of self- 
Gefense. When asked if he wished to 
make a statement, McMahon said he 
Was 48 years old, and was the father of 
five children. He recited the story of 
i‘? rage when Leary laughed at him 
aid asked him, ‘“‘What business is it of 
yours?” He described the killing and 
showed no regret. 

Miss Amna Leary, who lived with

fe-arrested. She says that she has a 
number of letters that will aid the 
District Attorney in the prosecution.

“PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 21.

Chance Brings to Light Work 
of Walter Greaves, Long 
Neglected Genius.

LONDON, May 6.—A veritable tragedy 


of art is revealed by the exhibition at 
Goupil’s Galleries of paintings by Wal- 
ter Greaves, who, although 70 years old, 
-displays his works for the first time. 
Critics who laud Whistler’s genius to 


the skies declare that the tardy exhibi- 
tion discovers his ‘‘unconscionable self- 
ishness and remorseless vanity.” 

All artistic London is eagerly discuss- 
ing this question: ‘“‘Was Greaves a pupil 
of James Abbott MacNeill Whistler or 
was Whistler a pupil of Walter 
Greaves?’’ , 

In the datalogue of the exhibition 
Greaves describes himself as ‘‘a pupil 
of Whistler.’’ It is impossible to doubt 
that he worshipped Whistler as his god 
of art.. He was under bond to him 
nevér to exhibit his work without pro- 
claiming himself Whistler's pupil. But 
there are pictures of Cremorne, Batter- 
sea Bridge and other scenes on the 
Thames which Greaves painted before 
he met Whistler which bear a striking 
resemblance to Whistler’s pictyres on 
the same subjects noW in the Tate Gal- 
lery. 

Show Hand of Master. 

Plainly some of Greaves’ pictures are 
painted in imitation of Whistler, but 
others show the hand of a master as 
original and decisive as Whistler him- 
self. 

Greaves has struggled through life in 
poverty and obscurity. It seems amaz- 
ing that Whistler never did anyting to 
bring to him the fame which he must 
have known was his due. -Yet Greaves 
speaks of Whistler with profound awe, 
as if he were hypnotized still by that 
strange genius. 

Greaves is the son of a skiff builder 
at Chelsea. When painting river scenes, 
Turner often hired boats from Greaves’ 
father. When the younger Greaves was 
orly 16 he painted some remarkable pic- 
tures, and Turner took Whistler to see 
them. The result was that thereafter 
Greaves practically lived in Whistler’s 
studio, painting works which Whistler 
praised, but forbade him to _ exhibit. 
Then Whistler taught Greaves to etch 
and let him sell his etchings: 

Keeps Pledge to Whistler. 

Of late years Greaves has supported 
himself by his etchings.

She took 
ihe manager of Gerepit’s galleries to see 
Greaves and, being shown the artist’s 
hidden, neglected pictures, the connols- 
seur immediately recognized a new mas- 
ter. 

Greaves appears young. With dark 
hair, a long gray mustache and marked- 
ly aquiline features, his appearance is 
striking, but his manner is of intense 
simplicity. His life story, as now told, 
cannot but give the impression that his 
masterful patron deliberately kept him 
in the background. Yet he has nothing 
but gratitude for Whistler and speaks 


of him reverently.

Charies Gregor, who in the last few 
days had brooded over the fear that 
he could not make a living after his sa- 
loon license was revoked by the Belle- 
ville City Counctl, killed himself yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Three weeks ago the Belleville Coun- 
cil passed an ordinance prohibiting the 
issuance of saloon licenses to aliens. 
Gregor had never been naturalized and 
lost his license. The present city ad- 
ministration was opposed at the election 
by the Socialist party, of which five 
Belleville saloon keepers, who were 
aliens, were members. The passage of 
the ordinance followed soon after the 
installation of the administration. 

Yesterday efternoon Gregor, who had 
been drinking heavily, threatened to 
kill his wife and three children. Mrs. 
Gregor locked the door to the bedroom, 
in which Gregor hept his revolver, and 
ran with the children to the home of a 
neighbor. 

A few minutes later a shot was heard. 
Neighbors found Gregor lying dead on 
the kitchen floor. He had broken open 
the door to the bedroom with a hatchet 
and obtained the revolver. 

Gregor was 4 years old. He was 
formerly @ coal miner, and had been in 
the saloon business only three months 
when his license was revoked. He re- 
sided at 423 South Richland street.

GREAT FISHING EXPECTED 





Harry Whitney and Captain Rob- 
ert A. Bartlett to Head the 
Expedition. 





NEW YORK, May 6.—An attempt will 
be made, incidental to a hunting trip. 
to détermine if the records which Dr. 
Cook alleges he left at Etah are there. 
The expedition is being organized under 
the auspices of Harry Whitney, the big 
game hunter, and under personal direc- 
tion of Capt. Robert A. Bartlett, who 
commanded the Roosevelt, the ship in 
which the Peary expedition sailed. in 
search of the North Pole. The expedi- 
tion will start in June. 

There will be 20 bunks for the sports- 
‘men who will make up the party. Fif- 
teen young millionaires, whose names 
the Captain does not care to reveal now, 


Only two bunks are left, and the Cap- 
tain expects to fill them before he 
leaves Boston. 

The expedition will be primarily for 
sport, but the members have the 
curiosity to see what the discredited 
explorer left at Etah: During the 
controversy Harry Whitney remained 
silent. His meeting with Cook at 
Etah and what followed has never 
been talked about fully by the young 
sportsman. 

Capt. Bartlett expects that with 
good sailing the expedition will reach 
the south coast of Labrador in six 
days. At that point salmon fishing 
will be indulged in, and the sport 
there is unequaled anywhere else. 
Along this coast the sportsmen will 
be guided by Bartlett to what he calls 
the best fresh water trout fishing In 
the world. 

After leaving Labrador the ship 
will go to Greenland and will con- 
tinue to the north of Ellesmere Land. 
The big game hunting will then begin 
in earnest. One of Whitney’s mamTn 
objects is to capture a silver fox.

CAMP JACKSON 
DAY IN AUTOS 


Veterans of Great War in Which 
St. Louis Was a Battleground 
Will Not March. 





THE RANKS ARE BROKEN 





Old Guard Will Ride This Year 
to Celebration in Four 
Parks. 





Arrangements for a general celebra- 
tion in St. Louls Wednesday, May 10, 
of the semi-centennial of the capture of 
Camp’ Jackson, are being made by the 
General Lyon Committee of the G. A. R. 
posts in St. Louis. 

There will be exercises before Grant's 
monument en the city hall plot in Clar« 
avenue, and in Forest, Benton and Lyon 
parks, where there are monuments to 
Civil War heroes. 

Persons who have witnessed past cele- 
brations of Camp Jackson day in St. 
Louis will observe a great change in 
the march of the veterans. 

The “quick step’’ and the ‘“double- 
quick” are the steps for Camp Jackson 
day. These are the steps with which 
the Union forces in 1861 alternated when 
they marched out Chouteau and Laclede 
avenues, Market and Olive streets to 
Camp Jackson, where the State militia 
were on May 10, 1861. 

There will be no “quick step’ or 
“double-quick”’ in the march this year. 
The veterans are goihg to ‘‘march” for 
the first time in automobiles. 

Ranks Are Broken. 

Increasing age and infirmity of the G. 
A. R. members is making it more dif- 
ficult each year to get out a sufficient 
number properly to celebrate the day. 
The committee in charge accordingly 
adopted the automobile idea, and hopo 
to have at least 500 survivors take part 
in the exercises. The number of sur- 
vivors in St. Louis is not known. Sev- 
eral efforts have been made to take a 
poll of those still living, but they have 
not been successful. 

Col. R. J. Rombauer is chairman of 
the Gen, Lyon Memorial. Committee and 
Francis P. Becker secretary. Herman 
Angermueller is treasurer. Othe ‘mem- 
bers are: Adolphus Busch, Col. avid 
Murphy, Gustav Cramer, Henry Evers, 
Louis Koop, Charles Bernhardt, Alfred 
A. Prall, John P. Riechers, Benjamin 
Michael, John Stupp, Jacob Doerner, 
Tony Niederwieser and Julius Bong- 
ner, 

The capture of Camp Jackson is re- 
ferred to as the most momentous ‘event 
of the Civil War in Missouri. It hap- 
pened at a psychological time when it 
was an open question whether Missouri 
would join the ranks of the Confeder- 


jacy or the Northern States. 


Camp Jackson was made up of State 
militia. Gov. Jackson and Gen. M. D. 
Frost, who was in immediate command 
of the State troops, were sympathizers 
with the secessionist cause. The State 
troops in the camp were divided, but 
the majority were Southern sympa- 
thizers. 

No Resistance Made. 

The actual taking of the camp was not 
a great military undertaking. There was 
no resistance on the,part of the State 
troops and there probably would have 
been no fatalities, but for the demon- 
sirations of spectators. 

These demonstrations resulted {fn some 
companies of the Union soldiers firing 
into the mob. Some historians say that 
2% persons, men, women and children, 
lay dead in Olive street. Many more 
were wounded, including soldiers of the 
Home Guards (Union forces), who had 
been fired upon by men in the mob with 
pistols, while they were guarding the 
State troops and waiting for orders to 
march away from the camp ground with 
their prisoners. 

It was Gen. Lyon's taking of the camp 
at the time he did which has made it 
one of the big events in Civil War his- 
tory. The capture of Camp Jackson was 
a ‘“‘crossing of the Rubicon.” It de- 
cided that Missouri was to be Union, 
and not Confederate. 
the State troops captured joined the' 
Union ranks. ; - 

The necessity for Lyon taking the 
camp came about in this’ way: Gen. 
Harney, who was in command of the 
Department of the West in the early 
spring of 1861, was not trusted by the 
Federal sympathizers in Missouri. 

Frank P. Blair, brother of the Post- 
master-General, and other St. Louis 
men exerted themselves to have Harney 


removed after he had refused the as-j; 


sistance of volunteers. to protect the ar- 
senal. They succeeded in their efforts, 
and Capt. Nathaniel Lyon, a Connecti- 
cut Yankee, who had been in the West 
about one year, succeeded Harney and 
set about raising regiments in Missouri 
to fight the Confederacy. When he 
thought he had sufficient evidence that 
Gov. Jackson and Gen. Frost were drill- 
ing the State troops in Missouri to fight 
for the South, he decided to take the 
camp. 

1400 Troops in Camp. 

Camp Jackson sheltered nee 
than 1400 State troops. 

Camp Jackson was in what was then 
Lindell Grove. The camp extended 
from Garrison avenue to Grand ave- 
nue and from Laclede avenue to Olive 
street. With a force in excess of 10,000 
Lyon completely surrounded. it. 

The capture of Camp Jackson was 
effected in the following fashion, ac- 
cording to Col. Rombauer: At 8 
o'clock on the morning of May 10,

Olive street, met the Union troops 
coming westward from the city. 

The Second Volunteers, Col. Boern- 
stein, started from the Marine Hospital, 
marched on Broadway to Chouteau 
avenue, and followed the route taken 
by Lyon and Biair. The Third Volun- 
teers, under Col. Francis Sigel, started 
from the Arsenal, marched up Broad- 
way to Olive street, and thence to the 
camp. 

The Fourth Volunteers also started 
from the arsenal uniter Col. Nie 
Schuettner, but branched off on Market 
and followed that street and Laclede 
avenue to the southern line near the 
east end of the camp. Besides these 
there were four reserve regiments that 
took advantageous positions about the 
camp. 

Rombauer Heard Shots. 


Col. Rombauer, who Was at the head 
of a battalion of reserves that marched 
from Jaeger'’s-garden at Yeath and Sid. 
ney streets, and taok a position on the 
left of the artilfery on the east end of 
the camp, says he csuld seé there had 
been a surrender, but at the same time 
could hear shots whistling through the 
trees over his head. 

When Lyon sent Frost the order to 
surrender the camp, the latter demurred, 
aid asked for time and a consultation. 
He said there was no idea of hostility 
to the United States in the minds of 
the state forces. 

‘a4yon sent back word to Frost to the 
effect that the latter was in communil- 
cation with the Confederacy, and de- 
manded that he surrender the State 
troops without condition. Frost then 
surrendered, stating that he was entire- 
ly unable to defend his command. 

The tragedy of the day came later, 
Accounts differ greatly as to what oc- 
curred, but all agree with Gen. Sher- 
man that the trouble began when a 
drunken man tried to break through 
the Union ranks. , This man fired a pis- 
pecag Then the Union soldiers started to 
fire. 

A majority of the great mob of men, 
women and children that had gathered 
to witness the surrender appear to have 
been Confederate sympathizers. Some 
of these hurrahed for “Jeff Davis,’’ and 
shouts of “Damn the Dutch” added to 
the tumult.

throwing at the western end of the line 
of troops. Capt. Blandovski, Company 
F, Third Volunteers, fell, mortally 
wounded. Someone of the Unon offi- 
cers commanded “Fire!” and in one spot 
16 persons were killed and a number tn- 
jured, some of them, all accounts agree, 
innocent spectators. The firing is ali 
said to have been along Olive street. 

Queer stories are told of adventures 
in Camp Jackson in the days immedi- 
ately preceding its capture. 

One of these stories had it that Gen. 


Lyon visited the camp, disguished as a 


woman, to learn what was going on 
there. Col. Robert J. Rombauer, 2743 
Russell avenue, who was at the head 
of one of the regiments that captured 
the camp, refers to the story of Lyon’s 
alleged adventure in his history of “The 
Union Cause in St. Louis in 1861." He 
says: 

“There is a widely spread and gen- 
erally believed story that on the eighth 
or ninth of May, in the afternoon, Lyon 
drove through Camp Jackson, in the 
disguise of a lady, heavily veiled, etc., 
armed with two Colts’ revolvers; some 
more detail was given, namely that this 
happened in the disguise of Mrs. Alex- 
ander’s (Blair’s mother-in-law) dresses 
and in Col. Dick’s buggy. Another ver- 
sion stated the dress belonged to a 
Miss Graham. . 

“Although the story has been repeated 
by reliable men, it must be considered 
that Lindell. Grove, which held. Camp 
Jackson, was a weil-known locality, its 
highest elevations were on its western 
and eastern boundaries. Olive street 
crossed. the central depression of the 
ground on a dike and the general slope 
of the territory was towards the south, 
while the comparatively few trees of- 
fered very little shelter. These very 
peor conditions for defense could readily 
Le observed from the publile streets by 
the large number of persons who visited 
the camp or passed by it. 

Plats of the locality with measure 
ments to the very inch could be obtained 
in several public and private offices. 
Under such circumstances, it will re- 
cuire very positive and direct evidence 
to admit the fact 6f the above adven- 
ture. A surviving member of Col. 
Dick’s family at Washington, D. C., 
knows nothing about it.” 
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KILLED DEPUTY, 
IS DIETZ'S PLEA 


Expert CaHed by State Said to 
Have Furnished Evidence 
for Defense. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HAYWARD, Wis., May 6.-—That John 
Dietz was not responsible for the death 
of Oscar Harp, a deputy sheriff, and 
that the man was killed by a deflected 
bullet was the contention of the defense 
in the famous Cameren Dam murder 
trial today. It is reported that an ex- 
pert, summoned to give evidence for 
the State, has been dismissed, because 
his testimony would have favored the 
defendants, who are Dietz, his wife and 
their son. 

Dietz has asked the judge before 
whom he is being tried to give him per- 
mission to go to the scene of the shoot- 
ing to collect evidence which will prove 
that a. diagram introduced by the State 
to prove the contention that it was his 
bullet that inflicted the fatal wound 
was not borne out by the facts. This re- 
quest has been refused. 

Capt. Robert Kane, editor of a 
sporting magazine, was called upon 
by the attorneys for the prosecution 
to examine the bullet which ended 
Harp’s life. It is declared that he 
examined the missile under a micro- 
scope and later from magnified photo- 
graphs, and that his conclusion was 
that the bullet had struck the ground 
before entering Harp’s body. He wrs 
not called to the stand by the de- 
fense. 

It is possible that Capt. Kane will 
now become the star witness for the 
defense and that the whole trial will 
hinge on his testimony.

“When the Western Maryland was 
in my hands as receiver,” he said in 
reply to further questions, “it was 
necessary to make big improvements 
to put the line on a basis to compcte 
with the other coal-carrying lines to 
the seaboard.

“Now I don't like to say what w'!l 
sound like criticism here, -but I have 
heard that more than 100 bills affect- 
ing railroads were offered in the last 
session of the Missouri Legislature. 
Most of them were not passed; dit 
each showed the sentiment of a part 
of the people of the State. Such a, 
mass of proposed railroad measures 
to take up legislators’ time would not 
be found in states of much greater 
railroad mileage, like New York and 
Pennsylvania. 

Different Conditions Now, 

“Probably the railroads, in tina 
past, have given cause for it all. But 
the railroads of today have to serve 
the people now, and they can’t do ir 
properly if they have to take constant 
punishment for the sins of vears 970. 
The railrodds want.to be wood, ad 
they want the public to deal fairly 
with them and let them be good and 
make good.”

did something to get rid of it, but they 
soon decided that. they needed more 
smoke-making business than they need- 
ed smoke consumers. 

“I don’t know of-any effective loco- 
motive smoke consumer.”

Knows All About Coal. 

Few St. Louisans know as much about 
the commodity that makes smoke as 
Bush knows. He’ is just pulling’ loose 
from several coal companies of which 
he has been a director, that he may 
give all his time to the Missouri Pacific. 
He was the fuel agent of the system 
from 1903 to 1907. 

But while Mr. Bush made money in 
the coal business, it was another line 
of training that made a railroad man 
of him. Like another St. Louis corpor- 
ation head of wide prominence, James 
Campbell, Bush began his career by 
footwork with a surveyor’s chain. The 
clear, not loud tone which carries from 
his desk to the outer office is the voice 
which he developed when calling across 
ields and against the wind to the tran- 
sitman on his first surveying job, in his 
native county in Pennsylvania. 


“IT did the work, and the county sur- 
veyor got the money,”’ he relates. “Rut 
it was a fine training, as good. perhaps, 
as I could have got in a teclinical school. 
I would have liked to go to the technica] 
school, but the chance that opened up 
to mé was of the other sort, and took 
me to the Northwest for railroad work 
on the Northern Pacific.

Near-Reconciliation Wife 
-Changed Her Mind. 


LAST LOAF .STUFFS BIRD 


Separation . Began, He Says, 
When She Took His Bread 
to Put in Mother’s Turkey. 


For five years Charles H. Schokmil- 
ler, manager of the Western Type Foun- 
dry, and his wife, Cecelia Schokmiller, 
were separated, but on the verge of rec- 
orciliation. 

Repeatedly, he testified in his wife’s 
divorce suit before Judge Grimm yester- 
day, they were about to resume house- 
keeping, but each time, for some rea- 
sun, the wife would change her mind at 
the last minute. Their separation oc- 
curred on Christmas day, 1906. 

Schokmiller’s long-cherished hope for 
a reconciliation came to an end last 
November when his wife took offense 
because his stenographer had been seen 
riding in his automobile. 

According to Schokmiller’s statement 
to Judge Grimm, his wife's affections 
oscillated between him and her own 
family. 

Stenographer Surprised. 

“When she was getting along well 
with her parénts and sisters,” said 
Schokmiller, “she showed little de- 
sire to retyrn to me, and when she 
would begin to talk of a reconcilia- 
tion, I would always find out that 
she had been having trouble at home. 

“Once she quarreled with ker 
mother, and another: time she com- 
plained that her sister Agnes had got 
into society and was making the rest 
of the family miserable with her hifa- 
lutin notions of how the house should 
be run. Another time she said she 
had to do all the work at home, be- 
eause her sisters, Agnes and Helen, 
were only good for stenografiers.” 

At the last remark Miss Helen But- 
ler, who was taking shorthand notes 
on the testimony, stopped and looked 
at the witness with an air of sur- 
prise, then plied her pencil furiously. 
She took all the testimony, apparent- 
ly for her own benefit, as she was not 
officially employed to do so. 

The husband’s stenographer, Miss 
Estella Cookston, was a witness, and 
tola how Mrs. SchokmilNer, formerly 
friendly with her, had suddenly 
stopped speaking to her. She had 
ridden in her employer's auto only 
when others were along, she. de- 
clared. 

Takes His Last Loaf. 

The Christmas separation followed a 
quarrel between the Schokmillers over 
the Wife’s action in taking the last loaf 
of bread in their flat at 3801 Page boule- 
vard, to her mother’s house, to be used 
in stuffing a Christmas turkey. Schok- 
miller testified that he was so dis- 
pleased over the incident that he did 
not keep an engagement to eat some of 
the turkey as a Christmas day guest at 
his mother-in-law’s home. Mrs. Schok- 
miller stayed at her mother’s home that 
night, the husband testified, and the 
next day when she returned to the flat 
in his absence she found the door pad- 
locked. 

The husband admitted that he*put the 
padlock there, but he said he told Mrs. 
Schokmiller, when she telephoned to 
him, that she could get in if she re- 
turned. when he was at home. She 
never returned. 3

F the several towns in the State capable of supplying clinical ma- 
terial, only one—St. Louis—-contains a strong resident university.

training of physicians for the Southwest country; the city of St. Louis has in 
this section an even clearer opportunity than has Chicago in the Middle West,

In the an days, when medical knowledge 
was limited and medica) methods Were s'mple, the 
continued existence of such schools was not ul- 
natural. The day of usefulness of such schools 
has passed; the majority of them are wot only 
not useful, but definitely detrimental. : 

It is impossible today, without the most elab- 
orate and expensive laboratory and clinical facil- 
ities, both in the medical school and in the hos- 
pitals, to furnish sound training to those who 
are going to serve the public. Medica) education 
is the most expensive of all educational enter- 
prises. The laboratory equipment is expensive, 
the construction and operation of adequate hos- 
pitals are enormously costly and the full-time 
services of the ablest laboratory and clinical 
scaffs can be commanded only with exceptional 
salaries. In the budgets of good medical schools 
the aggregate receipts from students’ fees are 
scarcely more than a drop in the bucket. The 
highest tuition usually charged is $150, whereas 
each year of his college course it costs between 
$600 and $800 to train a modern physician, with- 
out reckoning the operating expenses of the in- 
dispensable hospitals. 

A number of reasons may be assigned why 
medical education and hospital service have been 
unsatisfactory. 

In the first place, medical ecience in the last 
generation has made greater advances than in all ' 
generations preceding. This has been due not 
only to the activity of investigation into medical 
science itself, but to the tremendous advances 
in the fundamental sciences on which medicine 
rests. Medicine is not only a’ new science in 
a large sense, but is constantly advancing, and 
is today perhaps most complex of all sciences. 

In the second place, medica] faculties have 
been constituted largely from the local ¢ircle of 
busy practitioners. Many great practitioners 
have taught medicine in many communities, and 
have rendered effective service with great un 
selfishness. The debt due to.such men; not only 
here in St. Louis, but elsewhere, cap never be 





been generally recogpized either by the public 
or by university authorities. Still less has it been 


recognized by hospital authorities that, affiliation — 


with a strohg medica) school is of prime impor- 
tance for the hospital for purely hospital pur- 
poses. The consensus of opinion both of leading 
hospita] superintendents and of the medical: ex- 
perts today is that.a hospital fully used for tefich- 
ing purposes is a vastly better place for patients 
than one having noo such connection. This is 
true for several reasons. In the first place, a

can secure the continuous service of the ablest 
physicians and medical scientists in the coun- 
try, and it is unquestionably clear thaf such 
teachers, under the stimulus of inquiring, well- 
trained students will more carefully and con- 
tinuously discharge their duty to the patient 
than under any other possible conditions. Again, 
it is true that such experts, drawn from 
the highest ranks of the medical profession,

They are kindly eyes, to be sure, but 
they show the master mind conscious of its rule 
over the frail, almost fragile body. But Car- 
dinal Gibbons anakes no secret of the fact that 
he believes a working mentality, ever alert, can 
conquer the weakest frame. 


The Spirit of Youth. 


IS spirit is eminently that of youth. He 
an has taken upon himself the privilege of 
the aged man, but with a mind that works 
every minute of its waking hours, he has evadéd 
infirmities of the flesh—he is not an old man. 
“The secret?” he said, with a gentle smile.

By 50 
doing one is enabled to overcome those hindrances 
in well doing which frequently arise from a turbu- 
lent mental condition.

worry. He is calm and coilected always. Few 
have his even poise of will and ability to meet 
and overcome difficulties and annoyances. 

Never becoming ruffled mentally, he always is 
able to decide serious matters and to face a con- 
tingency philosophically. 

“Another important thing to remember,” he 
ran on, “ts to eat and drink moderately and reg- 
ularly in order to keep the mind and the body 
gt the highest standard of efficiency. Avoid ex- 
cesses of all kinds. Eat generously of the plainer 
foods. Good green vegetables and the substantial 
roasts are best. Eat sparingly of sweets. ‘Late 
suppers should be the exception rather than the 
rule, and irregularity in meals is not consistent 
with good digestion. Moderation in drinking is 
especially essential to good health.” 

His Eminence breakfasts at 8 o’clock sharp, 
and his meal consists, with slight variation, of a 
cup of coffee, one biscuit, one soft boiled egg. 
Sometimes there is a little bacon or a chop instead, 
and marmalade. 


The ardinal dines at 1:30-p. m., as all good 
Baltimoreans do. This meal is made up of soup, 
a. little roast beef or lamb—the latter is especially 
his preference. He is very fond of vegetables— 
string beans.and limas, mashed potatoes, peas 
or tomatoes, '“ttuce and spinach. Not fond o? 
sweets, he onl). occasionally takes a dessert. A 
small glass of claret is taken, but he bah ga dilutes 
it freely. 

At his evening meal, supper, the Cardinal has 
tea or buttermilk. The latter is his favorite 
beverage, and he drinks plenty of it, because he 
considers it most healthful. _Then he takes a 
chop or a small piece of steak or’ a small por- 
tion of cold meat. His Eminence never eats before 











retiring unless he is to officiate at high mass on 
the following day, which entails fasting until 
after the service is finished, about 1 p. m. or later. 
On such occasions hé takes a bite about 9 in the 
evening. 

The third rule which His Eminence gave me— 
“Take a reasonable amount of outdoor exercise 
daily”—made me ask him what he thought the 
best form of exercise. To this he replied, 

“Walking, I consider, is the best.» There are 
many other excellent forms, but there are those 
who cannot afford to ride or indulge in other 
means, while walking is within the opportunity of 
all.

walk to or from his business if possible. If he 
finds he cannot do this, then let him start earlier 
and take the exercise before boarding his car. 
Three or four miles a day is not too much to walk, 
and in the good air and sunshine it cannot fail to 
benefit anyone who does it. Overexertion, of 
course, is not good. 

“Another thing, it is as necessary to exercise 
the mind as it is to exercise the body. The mind 
must be kept active or the mental faculties will 
ceteriorate.”’

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Justice Gerard declares a city of refuge of this 
kind would be the greatest boon that could be 
given to suffering humanity. Of course, it would 
take a large sum—many million dollars—to build 
such a city, but Justice Gerard believes it is 
practical and declares it to be a philanthropic 
project certain of realization before many years. 


“If our great philanthropists would build a 
city of refuge on Leng Island instead of giving 
tens of niillions for libraries, colleges and peace 
funds, they would do more for humanity than has 
ever been done in the history of the world,” said 
Justice Gerard, discussing the question of how 
best to use $10,000,000 for the betterment of hu- 
manity: “The suffering that we see about us on 
all sides should be alleviated before more institu- 
tions of higher learning are endowed. If I had 
$10,000,000 to give to philanthropy, I should 
establish such a city, in which our unfortunate 
brothers and sisters would be as welcome and as 
certain of assistance as those who entered the 
gates of the cities of refuge of Biblical times.”

generations. Moses found this custom in exist- 
ence, but by establishing cities of refuge in vart- 
ous parts of the country did much to improve 
eenditions. There were six of these cities, about 
equally distant from each other, and the kins- 
man or other person who might pursue the slayer 
to kill him could not molest him in one of these 
cities. until the offense had been investigated 
and the judgment of the congregation passed. 
As the avenger of blood had a right to slay the 
homicide if he caught him before he reached the 
city of refuge, the roads leading, to these were 
unusually wide, well kept and marked with signs 
to make it easy for the unfortunate man who ‘vas 
pursued. 

Once in these citfes, which of course were 
walled and guarded, & man was not only safe, 
but welcomed and given employment. The cities 
were practically endowed and not allowed to be- 
come too largé, for fear that criminals might 
congregate in them, or too small for fear there 
would not be enough employment for the refu- 
gees. | 


Of course there is no need today for of 


refuge for the. unfortunate is great, Justice 
Gerard believes. This modern city of refuge, 
which would be-a model town as far ag its situa- 
tion, buildings and administration were con- 
cerned, would not be a haven for crooks. It 
could contain factories and shops where those 
out of work might find employment; model homes 
and tenements where they might live with their 
families free from expense while trying to get on 
their feet; hospitals, especially institutions for 
those convalescing; trade schools, gymnasiums 
end baths. : 

On the outskirts of the city there would be 
farm lands, which Would be tilled by those who 
needed fresh air and outdoor life. Most of the 
vegetables needed by the inhabitants of the city 
would be raised in this way. There would be 
public dining halls in which wholesome food 
would be served, as well as stores where it could 
be bought at extremely low prices by those who 
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found employment elsewhere, through a labor ex- 
change, would be dismissed to make a place for 
someone else. This labor exchange would be an 
important feature of the city. It would keep 
track of labor conditions throughout +e country, 
and if men were needed in a certain city residents 


of the city or refuge who were fitted for the 


work would bé sent there. There would be no 
permanent residents—as s@éon as the down-and- 
outs get a new start their places would be dled. 

Deserted wives, especially those with thildren, | 
would find such a city a wonderfal boon. They 
would receive food and shelter until employment 
could be found for them or they could be trained 
to do some kind of work. Their childrén would 
be put in trade schools and also taugps useful oc- 
cupations. And. of course the labor exchange 
would find positions for them. 

But perhaps the most important feature df, the 
city would be that as soon as they were properly 
equipped, once an unfortunate man or woman had 
reached it, creditors could not annoy or harass 
him. All refugees ‘would have no worrtes

Two more we chose without knowing the price

trimmed with German Val of different patterns. 

Their four-inch yokes were composed of two 
kinds of lace set in alternate rows, one very 
much heavier than thewther and extremely effec- 
tive; lace beading and lace, of course, completed 
the neck and sleeve trimming. Forty-nine cents 
these were. 

The fourth was made with Cluny lace insertion 
an inch wide, alternating with fine embroidery 
for a yoke; beading and lace was around the 
neck and lace was whipped around delightful little 
sleeves that were cut in one with the shoulder.

The petticoats were wonderful and unusually 
cheap. A princess slip, also with a deep yoke 
of lace, and medallions set in the top at the bust 
line, was finished at the foot with a flounce 14 
inches deep, made entirely of lace insertion and 
bands of lawn, with several rows of edging sewn 
together to form the ruffle. This we bought to 
wear with her lingerie frock, for $1.49, and three 
others——-regular petticoats—were next added. 

‘Qne for $1.49 had a 12-inch lawn flounce, with 
rows of lace insertion set 'n and edged with lace 
to match. The flounce itself was beaded with a 
plece of insertion under which was an inch-wide 
pink ribbon tied into a full bow at one side.. 

The two others were onivy 98 cents, One had a 
wide flounce of embroidery and the other a ruffle 
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of lace and lawn, both 
well made and of good 
materials. 

Next we bought a

Horses Ready at Four Years. 


-geqgOUR years is the preferable age at which a 
F horse should enter army service. Capt. 

Hardeman has compiled the service record 
of each horse in a certain troop of cavalry: for,a 
period of nearly twenty years, and found that the 
service of the horses that came from the Missis- 
sippi Valley and east of it was twice as Jong as 
that of the range horses further west. It is possi~ 
bit that- because of their greater intractability a 
larger number of the Western horses were ré- 
moved from the troop and their,services to that 
extent impaired. The Western horse, however, 


has shown great improvement in the last ten 
or fifteen years. . 


Economy in better service and in greater length 
of seryice is what Gen. Aleshire and his associ- 
ates believe will come from the army horse of 
the future as the result of the Remount Depot. 
Nearly two thousand untrained horses have been 
finished at Fort Reno and sent to their com- 
mands, there to be adapted the more perfectly to 
their peculiar duties. Requests come daily to 
Capt. Hardeman from officers in the various gar 
risons, asking him to chodse and train private 






mounts for them. Since the establishment of 


the depot Capt. Hardeman has sent two horses to 
Washington for the personal use. of Presigent 
Taft. 

Capt. Hardeman does not believe the native 
Western mustang or bronch® is a horse naturally 
endowed with greater strength and. endurance 
than the horse bred on the farm. The smaller 
size of the Western horses ‘he attributes to their 
exposure to the elements and their lack of food 
in winter and seasons of drouth, having lived in 
a’ wild state on the plains since the days they 
broke away from their Spanish maéters. Only 
the strongest and best survived,: which, in time, 
produced an extraordinarily hardy horse. The 
best native Western horse, combining both size 
and vigor, is found in Montaha and Wyoming.

No “Broncho Busters’? Wanted. 


HIS kind of thing is now unknown at Fort 
T Reno. Gentleness, which requires kind- 
ness, is employed at all times. The typical 
broncho “buster” would begin. by roping his horse, 
forcing a cruel bit, into his mouth, cinching his 
Leavy saddle securely in place, and then springing 
astride the terrified animal with a war whoop, 
slashing with his quirt-and drawing* the blood 
with his sharp spurs. The mere weight. of the 
saddle would be sufficient to terrify a young 
\horse. 


The civilian tinker begins at the beginning. He 
halters his timid} horse, as gently as possible, 
and then tries ‘to-lead him, petting and caressing 
him, to gain his confidence. Then comes the 
bridle, with its strange bit., The horse’s legs sre 
rubbed and stroked, and shortly the trainer is 
lifting the horse’s feet. Then, gently, a soft 
blanket is placed on the horse’s back.. With his 
never-absent gentleness, the trainer leans on his 
horse’s back, ar-d finally mounts astride. On the

HE roads leading wet 
from St. Louis in th 
early days were troé 
by many adventurers 
who risked their lives 
as they pushed out 
into thé wilderness. 
The route known now 
as Manchester road 
was the first lap of 
the old Oregon -trail 
that skirted the Mis- 
souri River. Over 
that trail Kit Carson 

_came* and went be- 

tween civilization in St. Louis and the wilderness 
of the wind-swept prairie. Along it passed Sub- 
lette and Daniel Boone, and others who made his- 
tory on the frontier. ‘ 

But the\ adventurers who accomplished most for 
the winning of the great West went and came'by 
the water route.of the Missouri River. 

How far these adventurers by water pushed 
into the wilderness may be seen today far up the 
Yellowstone River in Montana. There, rising 
crom the level plain as ff it had been dropped 
from the clouds, is a huge rock known as Pom- 
pey’s Pillar. Upon one of its sides, carvcd in the 
soft limestone, is the folowing: 

William Clark, July 25, 1806. 

The Josephine, June 3, 1875. 

The first was carved there by’the men of the 
Lewis and Clark’ expedition from St. Louis to 
the Pacific Coast in the early‘part of the last 
century. The last was put there by Grant Marsh, 
captain of the steamboat: Josephine _from  ‘8t. 
Louis. 

Capt. Marsh is a St. Louis man who com- 
mands a steamboat now on “the upper Missouri 
River. His ae Grant Marsh Jr., lives in St. 


- Louis. 


Joseph Mills Hanson has written a book, “The 
Conquest of the Missouri,” from the log books 
of the different steamboats commanded by Capt. 
Marsh. It covers almost the entire period when 
adventurers from St. Louis were conquering for 
civilization that vast territory of the West in- 
cluded in the Missouri River Valley. The book 
is filled with thrilling stories of the doings of 
those men of the early time who went out upon 
that long water route. 


Poker Game on Eve of Battle. 


APT. MARSH is one of the men who made 
& history between the St. Louis levee and 
the foothills of the Rocky Mountains. 

He and they were not looking for adventures, 
they were “just attending to business,” that was 
all. But they took part in stirring events, often 
when they were not expecting excitement. 

Capt. Marsh did this in 1876, when he and his 
crew stopped fishing to record in the log of the 
steamer “Far West” the greatest Indian victory 
of all é. 

After ‘commanding the Josephine in the Yel- 


lowstone expedition of 1875, when he left his rec-° 


ord with. Clark’s on Pompey’s Péllar, Capt. Marsh 
commanded the “Far West” in the Big Horn ex- 
pedition of 1876 against Sitting Bul] and his hos- 
tile Sioux warriors. 

fhe council ‘of war among Gen. Terry, Gen. 
Custer and Gen. Gibbon, just before the disas- 
trous battle with the Sioux, was held in the cabin 
of the “Far West.” Custer’s ordert were written 
in the cabin by Gen. Terry. = 

Custer and his fated seventh’ Cately * were to 
Jeave the next morning, and that last night be- 
fore the march was spent in a big game of poker 
in the cabin of the “Far West.” In the game 
were Capt. Marsh, Capt. Tom Custer, brother of 
the General; Lieut. Crowell of the Sixth Infan- 
try and others. Lieut. Crowell rose from the 
board winner of several thousand dollars. 

As Custer rode away the next day he waved 
his hand in farewell to Capt. Marsh. 

How the news of the massacre of Custer and 
every man with him was brought to the “Far 
West” is told as follows jn the book: 

“The waters of the Big Horn were clear and 
cold and teemed with fish. We had cut willow 
poles and were strung along the bank fishing, 
when, withouts the least warning, the thicket of 
green willows on the opposite bank parted and a 
mounted Indian warrior, of magnificent physique, 


-and stark naked, save for a breechclout, burst 


through and jerked up his sweating pony at the 
brink of the river. 


First News of Custer’s Death. : 
oe bar fishermen leaped to their feet with 


startled exclamations, but before they 
could run back the Indian held aloft 
his carbine in sign, of peace. They then paused 


end, upon looking at him more closely, saw from. 


his erect scalp locx that he was a Crow, and then, 
to their surprise, that he was Curley, one of the 
scouts who had gone with Cusftr, Motioning him 
to come to the boat, they hurried there them- 
selves, while he forded the stream and joined them. 

“As soon as he was on board he gave way to 
the’ most violent demonstrations of grief. Throw- 
ing himself down upon a medicine chest on deck 
he began rocking to and fro, groaning and crying: 


‘For somé time it was impossible to calm him. 


When at length he had to some extent regained 
his self-control, the question arose as to how to 
communicate with him, for no one on board could 
understand the Crow language, while he spoke no 
English. Finally Capt. Baker produced a piece of

“When he had quite filled up the intervening 
spece with dots, he glanced up at the intent faces 
around him and then began filling the interior 
circle with similar marks, while his voice rose to 
yet more dismal tone as he reiterated: ‘Absaroka! 
Absaroka!’ 

“That was the Indian name for soldiers. Then 
Curley sprang to his feet, faced his listeners and 
flung his arms wide. Swinging them back, he 
struck his breast repeatedly with his fingers, 
‘Poof! Poof! Poof! 
Absaroka!’ 

“The white men stood in tense silence, search- 
ing each others’ faces. For a moment no one 
dared to confess that he understood. . Capt. Baker 
was the first to speak: ‘We’re whipped!’ he said, 
hoarsely. 

“Curley continued his pantomime by grasping 
his scalp lock with one hand, while with the 
other he described a circle around it, then made 
as if to jerk it off and hang it at his belt, mean- 
time executing a Sioux war dance. His ab- 
sorbed observers already realized that they were 
receiving the first news of a great battle and that 
Custer and his whole command had been sur- 
rounded, slain and scalped by the Sioux.” 

Thus the record made on the deck of’ the 
“Far West” was the first news of the Custer 
massacre by the only man who escaped. 

The “Far West” 
used in carrying soldiers and supplies in the 
long series of wars that cleared both banks of the 
Missouri of hostile Indians. 

Old Fort Bellefontaine was the first fort on 
the Missouri River garrisoned by AmeNican sol- 
diers.

When Capt. Marsh first went up the Missour! 
the Indian war and massacre of 1863 in Minne- 
sota was just over. The smoke of a steamboat, 
curling into the air along the upper Missouri, 
was then a signal for war parties of hostile In- 
dians to line the banks and begin shooting at 
the boats. It occurred so often that the pilot 
house was sheeted with boiler iron. This kept 
the pilots from harm until the Indians learned 
that by getting upon the summit of a high bluff, 
they could shoot down into the pilot house. Then 
a cap of boiler iron was placed over the pilot 
house. 

But these Indian attacks received only one line 
in the log book, while an onslaught of buffa- 
loes against the boat was chronicled at great 
length. 


Steamboat Stopped by Buffaloes. 

HE “Ida Stockdale,””’ commanded by Capt. 
Marsh, was passing Blk Horn prairie once 
when she was stopped by a great herd of 

buffalo fording the river at that place. They 
surrounded the boat and became entangled in the 
paddle wheels, ‘so thaty after the last animal 
had crossed, it took several] hours of hard work to 
pull the carcasses out of the wheels.

. CHAPTER V.

The Viecomte de Chagny hurriedly egnsulted a railway 
guide, dressed as quickly as he could, wrote a few lines 
for his valet to take to his brother and jumped into a 
cab which brought him to the Gare Montparnasse just in 
time to miss the merning train. He spent a dismal day 
in town and did not recover his spirits until the evening, 
when he was seated in his compartment in the Brittany 
express. He read Christine's note over and over again, 
smelling its perfume, recalling the sweet pictures of hig 
childhood, and spent the rest of that tedious night joure 
ney in feverish dreams that began and ended with Chris- 
tine Daae. Day was breaking when he alighted at Lan- 
nion, He hurried to the diligence for Perros-Guirec. 
He was the only passengers He questioned the driver 
and learned that, on the evening of the previous day, @ 
young lady who looked like a Parisian had gone te 
Perros and put up at the inn known as the Sitting .Sun.
